To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  of  Newark  for  the  year 
1965.  The  health  of  the  community  has  remained  very  satisfactory. 

The  population  figure  submitted  by  the  Registrar  General  shows 
an  increase  of  80,  but  the  number  of  births  has  decreased,  and  the 
deaths  increased,  giving  a  lower  figure  for  the  natural  increase  in  the 
population.  The  Infantile  Mortality  figure  shows  a  slight  increase 
over  the  figure  for  1964.  The  figures  for  infantile  mortality  cor¬ 
respond  well  with  the  previous  year  except  in  the  case  of  “early 
neo-natal  mortality.”  i.e.,  deaths  under  1  week  of  age,  and  here  the 
figure  is  much  lower.  All  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  hospital  except 
one  -  a  premature  baby  who  only  lived  a  few  minutes  after  birth  at 
home.  One  can  rest  assured  that  every  effort  was  made  to  keep 
these  small  children  alive,  and  death  could  not  be  prevented. 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  is  still  due  to  heart  and  circula¬ 
tory  conditions,  and  conditions  of  the  nervous  system,  in  other 
words  “strokes”  predominate  as  in  the  previous  year.  This  is 
closely  followed  by  coronary  heart  disease.  Malignant  disease 
as  the  cause  of  death  has  shown  an  increase  and  lung  cancer  has 
risen  from  8  cases  in  1964  to  13  in  1965.  Although  this  appears  a 
big  increase  it  is  still  much  below  the  figures  for  1963  and  1962.  It 
is  an  improvement  to  find  a  fall  in  motor  vehicle  accidents;  deaths 
from  this  cause,  in  the  local  population,  compare  much  better  than 
the  somewhat  high  figure  of  1964. 

In  the  field  of  infectious  disease,  a  table  of  diseases  notified  in 
the  last  10  years  is  set  out  in  the  body  of  the  report.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  preponderance  of  infectious  disease  is  due  to  measles 
and  the  table  illustrates  the  two  yearly  incidence  of  the  disease. 
Thus  there  were  305  cases  of  measles  notified  in  1965  compared  with 
19  in  1964.  A  few  cases  of  dysentery  were  also  notified  in  December 
1965,  no  common  cause  of  infection  could  be  ascertained  and  no 
further  cases  occurred.  Notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have 
again  fallen  slightly  and  no  deaths  were  recorded  where  tuberculosis 
is  the  primary  cause,  although  one  case  died  but  tuberculosis  was 
not  the  primary  cause.  The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  was 
less  than  1964,  i.e.,  34  as  against  54  in  1964.  One  case  occurred  in  a 
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patient  in  the  Maternity  Wing  at  the  Newark  General  Hospital. 
The  Hospital  Staff  dealt  very  effectively  with  the  case,  and  no  further 
cases  were  reported. 

The  Lincolnshire  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Borough 
during  the  month  of  December,  having  previously  carried  out 
sessions  at  the  local  works.  The  total  attendances  were  slightly 
down  compared  with  their  visit  two  years  previously.  Whilst 
tuberculosis  infection  has  reduced  vastly  during  the  last  decade,  the 
value  of  this  visit  is  shown  in  the  report  as  two  active  cases  were 
discovered,  one  further  case  requiring  supervision,  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  two  cases  of  cancer  were  found  together  with  other  lung 
and  heart  conditions. 

During  the  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  the  County 
Medical  Officer  agreed  to  our  suggestion  that  sessions  be  held  for 
Cervical  Cytology  tests  upon  ladies  who  wished  to  have  this  investi¬ 
gation  carried  out.  This  test  is  to  show  the  presence,  or  otherwise, 
of  cancer  of  the  womb,  which  is  one  of  the  commonest  causes  of 
cancer  in  women.  The  test  is  very  simply  carried  out  and  reveals,  in 
a  positive  case,  cancer  at  the  very  earliest,  so  early  that  it  is  practi¬ 
cally  in  the  microscopical  stages,  is  symptomless  and  enables  a 
complete  cure  to  be  carried  out.  These  sessions  for  cervical  cytology 
were  “run  in  parallel”  with  those  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit, 
and  the  response  from  the  femine  sex  was  very  gratifying.  During 
the  period  of  the  X-ray  Unit’s  visit,  including  the  factories,  5,253 
persons  were  x-rayed,  and  477  cervical  cytology  investigations  were 
carried  out.  Regular  sessions  for  cervical  cytology  carried  on  in 
1966,  sessions  being  held  every  Tuesday  evening  from  6  to  8  p.m. 
Up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  2,000  has  almost  been 
reached.  Out  of  this  number  12  cases  were  referred  back  for  early 
investigation  and  treatment  by  Hospital  Consultants.  Other 
conditions  were  referred  back  for  treatment  of  minor  matters  by 
the  patients  own  doctors.  This  has  been  a  very  rewarding  and  worth¬ 
while  service  provided  by  the  County  Health  Authority,  and  has 
been  most  successful  due  to  the  very  excellent  co-operation  of 
the  Consultant  Pathologist  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  preventive  measures  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  have  continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  No  case 
of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  town  since  1944,  which  is  a 
proof  of  the  wonderful  success  of  the  immunisation  scheme.  The 
saving  in  cash,  apart  from  time  of  hospital  staff  etc.,  has  been 
tremendous,  due  to  these  services.  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
has  continued  and  with  modern  methods  of  travel,  the  risk  of  this 
disease  is  more  real  than  in  the  past.  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
is  offered  to  the  parents  of  children  after  they  have  been  protected 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis,  i.e., 
when  the  children  are  about  1  year  old.  It  will  be  noted  that  a 
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fairly  good  response  is  obtained  but  a  much  higher  one  is  desired. 

The  success  of  the  scheme  of  protection  against  poliomyelitis  is 
amply  proved  by  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  The 
scheme  for  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  continued  during  the 
year,  and  the  steady  drop  in  the  percentage  of  “positive”  reactors 
is  a  good  sign.  These  “positive”  cases  are  found  at  the  preliminary 
testing,  and  x-rayed  to  eliminate  any  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
No  such  cases  were  found  during  1965.  It  is  felt  that  the  response 
to  this  service  is  not  good. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  remove 
an  old  lady  from  a  Council  bungalow.  Action  was  taken  under  the 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  as  the  old  lady  was 
ill,  living  under  insanitary  conditions,  and  becoming  a  danger  to 
her  neighbours,  particularly  from  a  fire  risk.  After  removal  to 
hospital  the  old  lady  consented  to  remain  there  voluntarily. 

Water  supplies  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  after 
much  consideration  by  the  Water  Authority  for  the  area  it  has  been 
finally  decided  to  agree  to  fluoridation  of  the  supply.  This  decision 
was  made  early  in  1966,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  some 
little  time  before  this  facility  is  available,  as  this  service  is  requested 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  the  Water  Authority  who  are  re¬ 
imbursed  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  all  of  which  becomes  time 
consuming  in  negotiations.  Samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Cor¬ 
poration’s  bathing  pool  also  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Work  on  Slum  Clearance  continued  during  the  year,  and  further 
information  is  contained  in  the  report  submitted  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector.  As  Mr.  Catlow  has  stated,  the  re-development 
of  the  Albert  Street  Clearance  Area  (Nos.  11  and  12)  was  largely 
completed  during  the  year,  and  it  is  felt  that  a  very  good  job  of  work 
was  done  here.  On  can  hardly  visualize  the  poor  conditions  that 
existed  there  when  one  surveys  the  present  situation.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1965,  the  Health  Committee  considered  the  conditions 
existing  in  Tolney  Lane  and,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  some 
progress  has  been  made.  One  feels  that  quicker  progress  might 
have  been  recorded  if  a  Clearance  Order  had  been  sought  upon  this 
property.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  Clearance  Order  No.  16 
(Sherwood  Avenue),  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister. 

Other  parts  of  the  Health  Inspectors  report  are  a  worthy  addition, 
and  there  is  a  mass  of  very  valuable  information  about  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  borough.  The  work  of  meat  inspection  continues, 
and  this  ensures  that  100%  of  meat  dealt  with  at  the  Abattoir  is 
carefully  inspected,  and  is  a  sure  guide  to  the  very  excellent  quality 
of  meat  coming  from  this  source.  The  work  done  in  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  has  got  under  way,  and  conditions

of  work  in  these  places  has  improved  as  a  result. 

Details  in  the  report  in  respect  of  personal  health  have  been 
supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  I  am  indebted  to  him 
and  his  staff  for  all  the  help  and  guidance  during  the  year. 

1  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  my  very  sincere  thanks  to 
all  the  Chief  Officers  and  their  Staffs  for  assistance  given  during  the 
year,  and  particularly  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  help  which  has  helped  me  to  make 
such  a  successful  year. 

Once  again,  may  I  record  my  very  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Members  of  the  Committee  and 
all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindly  help  and  assistance 
during  1965.

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  ‘negative’  rate  is  above 
the  figure  for  1964.

No  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  revealed,  but  two  children 
were  referred  back  to  their  own  doctors  for  treatment  of  lung 
diseases.

Court  action  was  necessary,  under  the  provisions  of  the  above 
Act,  in  respect  of  a  lady  of  81  years,  living  in  an  Old  Persons  Welfare 
bungalow.  I  think  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  all  the  Social  Services 
had  played  their  part  in  retaining  this  old  lady  in  the  bungalow  as 
long  as  they  did  but,  unfortunately,  the  brunt  of  the  work  fell  on 
the  Warden,  who  eventually  began  to  crack  under  the  strain.  As 
fast  as  the  person  and  the  home  were  cleaned,  she  was  just  as  fast 
in  getting  back  to  a  dirty  state.  Un-washed,  coal  stacked  in  the 
living  room  along  with  rubbish;  these  conditions  often  caused  falls, 
and  urgent  calls  to  her  G.P.  Strangely  enough,  she  never  suffered 
a  broken  bone.  A  Court  Order  for  admission  to  hospital  eventually 
resulted  in  a  “new  lease  of  life”  and  she  later  voluntarily  agreed 
to  stay  in  accommodation.

The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Supplies 
are  chlorinated  and  the  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action.

The  pool  was  constructed  in  1934.  The  accommodation 
consists  of  78  dressing  cubicles  with  two  communal  dressing  rooms. 
Foot  baths  and  toilets  are  adjacent.  There  is  also  a  sun  bathing 
lawn,  children's  paddling  pool  and  playground. 

Planning  for  the  future,  the  Council  have  acquired  properties 
adjoining  the  pool,  and  outline  planning  approval  has  been  obtained 
for  the  erection  of  an  indoor  pool  on  the  new  ground  acquired. 

Water  in  the  open-air  pool  is  filtered  through  a  strainer  at  the 
deep  end.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chemically  dosed  and  passes 
through  2  Bell  Bros.  Sand  Filters  which  ensure  a  complete  change 
of  water  every  six  hours. 

From  the  filters,  after  being  chlorinated,  the  water  re-enters 
the  pool,  via  the  fountain  at  the  shallow  end. 


Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence 
of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  ill, 
aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  4s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount  the  County  Council's 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Housing  and  Public  Health  Administration 

During  1965  the  redevelopment  of  Clearance  Areas  11  and  12 
(Albert  Street)  was  completed,  and  has  made  a  very  welcome 
improvement  in  that  area.  The  redeveloped  areas  in  North  Gate, 
Lovers  Lane  and  Queens  Road  have  also  made  a  vast  improvement 
in  the  entry  to  the  town  from  that  direction. 

As  this  report  is  being  drafted  most  of  areas  16  and  16A  (Sher¬ 
wood  Avenue)  have  been  demolished,  but  at  the  moment  stalemate 
appears  to  have  been  reached  owing  to  the  uncertainty  caused  by 
the  proposed  Town  redevelopment. 

No  further  Clearance  Areas  have  been  necessary  during  the 
year,  and  68  houses  were  dealt  with  by  the  Department  as  individually 
unfit. 

The  total  number  of  houses  dealt  with  is  now  979  in  the  period 
since  August  1955,  an  average  of  approximately  98  houses  per 
annum  which  is  23  per  annum  in  excess  of  the  figure  agreed  with 
the  Ministry. 

This,  I  feel,  reflects  credit  on  all  Departments  and  Committees 
concerned  in  the  clearance  of  sub-standard  properties,  and  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  modern  living  accommodation  for  the  residents  of  the 
Borough. 

The  number  of  complaints  under  general  housing  administration 
again  fell  slightly,  possibly  due  to  demolition  of  the  older  property 
and  also  that  so  many  houses  are  now  owned  by  the  occupiers. 

Nineteen  formal  notices  were  served  in  connection  with  choked 
or  defective  drains  serving  more  than  one  premise  in  different 
ownership,  and  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
speedy  way  in  which  the  Council’s  Works  Department  attended 
to  these  when  requested  to  do  so. 


Ciean  Air  Act 

Complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  have  been  more  prevalent  this 
year  than  for  some  time,  and  in  almost  every  case  the  cause  has 
been  the  burning  of  wire  etc.,  in  scrap  yards,  to  remove  the  insula¬ 
tion  so  that  wire  can  be  sold  for  scrap.  This  is  not  an  easy  matter  to 
deal  with,  but  your  inspectors  follow  up  every  case  of  complaint 
and  do  whatever  is  possible  to  prevent  the  nuisance  recurring. 

Only  one  complaint  of  smoke  from  a  factory  chimney  was 
received;  this  was  found  to  be  due  to  a  defect  in  the  automatic 
stoking  and  was  speedily  repaired. 

As  far  as  Newark  is  concerned  the  greatest  volume  of  smoke 
emission  is  from  domestic  chimneys,  and  it  is  worth  considering 
whether  some  of  the  new  estates  which  have  been,  and  are  being, 
erected,  could  not  be  considered  for  inclusion  in  smokeless  zones. 
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Food  Inspection 

The  throughput  at  the  Abattoir  -  16,816  animals  is  about  400 
animals  down  on  1964,  when  there  was  an  increase  of  just  over 
1,000  animals  over  1963.  The  amount  of  out  of  office  hours  worked 
on  this  not  very  congenial  branch  of  our  work  varies  according 
to  the  season,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  these  hours  are  not 
excessive. 

The  high  quality  of  stock  sent  for  slaughter  has  again  been 
maintained,  and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  local  traders  and,  as 
last  year,  there  is  again  a  Nil  return  for  carcases  condemned  for 
Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  condemned  for  any  cause  has 
again  fallen  from  64  in  1964  to  44  in  1965.  I  feel  this  bears  out 
my  remarks  about  the  local  traders,  and  all  this  is  despite  the  more 
rigorous  inspection  which  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations 
require. 

The  number  of  carcases  affected  by  Cysticercus-Bovis  is  down 
by  one  third,  and  all  were  submitted  to  treatment  by  refrigeration. 

Food  premises  have  again  been  given  routine  inspection  but 
owing  to  the  extra  duties  caused  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  visits  to  these  premises  have  not  been  quite  so  frequent 
as  in  the  past  years,  but  all  premises  have  been  visited  and  in 
almost  every  case  conditions  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

We  still,  however,  find  the  odd  person  who  just  seems  to  think 
hygiene  in  food  premises  is  a  lot  of  hot  air,  but  a  word  of  warning 
of  the  possibility  of  a  report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  with 
subsequent  Court  action  if  the  Committee  so  decides  usually  results 
in  the  desired  effect. 

It  cannot  be  too  often  stressed  that  Food  Hygiene  need  not  be 
difficult  or  expensive,  but  simply  means  clean  shop  and  premises, 
clean  food,  clean  clothes,  clean  persons,  all  the  time. 

Rodent  Control 

The  number  of  contracts  for  regular  treatments  has  been  main¬ 
tained,  and  the  usual  routine  inspection  and  treatment,  where  neces¬ 
sary,  of  all  premises  has  been  steadily  carried  out  throughout  the 
year  with  satisfactory  results. 

A  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  Spring,  the  results 
showing  very  little  infestation  of  the  sewer  system  of  the  Borough. 

With  so  many  prefabricated  sewers  and  manholes  the  old 
feeding  ground  of  the  rats,  the  benching  at  the  bottom  of  the  man¬ 
hole  has  been  done  away  with,  so  that  they  have  to  make  their  way 
up  into  the  inspection  chambers  to  feed.  The  treatment  of  all 
inspection  chambers  when  a  block  of  property  is  being  treated  is, 
therefore,  helping  considerably  to  keep  down  the  sewer  infestation. 
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The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

The  first  full  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Act  was  completed 
on  the  31st  December,  1965,  when  most  of  the  premises  had  received 
a  general  inspection.  In  some  cases  additional  visits  were  made 
for  a  specific  purpose,  notably  in  connection  with  the  provision  of 
adequate  heating  in  shops  during  cold  spells.  In  this  respect 
considerable  improvement  can  often  be  gained  by  re-siting  of  heaters, 
and  also  by  the  use  of  modern  efficient  heaters,  instead  of  old 
fashioned  and  worn  out  equipment. 

The  objects  of  the  Act  are  to  secure  the  health,  safety  and 
welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  office  and  shop  premises, 
to  a  minimum  standard  and  certainly  do  not  provide  for  luxury 
conditions.  It  was  noted,  however,  that  some  occupiers  have  taken 
a  personal  interest  in  staff  working  conditions,  and  have  created 
quite  good  standards,  no  doubt  with  the  object  of  retaining  contented 
staffs. 

Generally  speaking,  most  occupiers  interviewed  had  some  idea 
of  the  requirements  of  the  legislation  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the 
inspectors  were  received  with  courtesy  -  if  not  with  enthusiasm  -  but 
there  were  too  those  who  felt  that  the  legislation  was  long  overdue. 
In  some  premises  it  was  obvious  that  considerable  expenditure 
would  be  involved  bringing  premises  up  to  standard.  Fortunately, 
this  is  not  a  recurring  expense. 

During  the  course  of  1966  it  is  proposed  to  continue  inspections, 
and  it  is  felt  that  it  will  be  possible  to  gauge  the  effect  of  the  Act 
better  by  the  end  of  that  period. 

It  was  not  possible  to  provide  any  information  as  to  lighting 
standards  in  Offices  during  November  due  to  the  inavailability  of 
a  lightmeter.  We  met  with  no  success  in  our  efforts  to  loan  an 
instrument  for  a  short  period,  but  we  did  eventually  obtain  delivery 
of  a  light  meter  to  the  department  in  January  1966. 

103  letters  were  sent  out  during  the  year,  giving  details  of 
contraventions  of  the  Act;  in  almost  every  case  these  were  received 
without  comment.  Criticism  was  made  in  some  cases,  but  when 
an  explanation  was  given  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  agreement 
was  reached. 

A  total  of  298  contraventions  was  recorded,  the  largest  numbers 
being  Washing  facilities  47,  Ventilation  46,  Temperature  44,  First 
Aid  Equipment  39,  Sanitary  Conveniences  32;  the  others  were  of  a 
minor  nature.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Health  Services  of  the  District  for  1965.  The  health 
of  the  population  is  again  very  satisfactory. 

The  population  has  increased  once  more,  and  in  1965  topped 
the  50,000  mark  being  50,  730,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
for  mid-1965.  From  the  increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses  one 
would  have  expected  an  even  higher  figure  in  population.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  and  also  the  number 
of  deaths,  but  the  natural  increase  remains  about  the  same  as  the 
previous  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  fell  very  considerably  during  1965. 
In  1964  the  rate  was  26.7,  but  in  1965  it  fell  to  15.9,  well  below  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  19.0.  The  various  infantile  mortality 
rates  are  considerably  below  the  rates  for  the  previous  year  and  the 
causes  of  death  could  not  be  prevented.  Most  of  the  deaths  occurred 
in  hospital. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  all  deaths  heart  disease  and  circulatory 
diseases  are  the  commonest,  followed  by  cancer  and  respiratory 
diseases.  It  is  noted  that  deaths  due  to  motor  vehicles,  “all  other 
accidents”  and  suicides  have  risen. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  during  1965  were  few  except  for 
cases  of  measles,  when  there  were  large  numbers  notified  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  This  was  the  continuation  of  the  outbreak 
occurring  in  the  last  quarter  of  1964. 

Early  in  the  present  year  the  report  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  was  issued  upon  the  trials  of  measles  vaccines,  and  these 
are  now  available  and  approved  by  the  Ministry,  but  up  to  the 
present  no  schemes  have  been  produced  for  a  universal  use  of  such 
vaccines. 

It  will  be  noted  that  three  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were 
notified  in  the  Autumn  of  1965.  These  were  cases  from  the  out¬ 
break  that  occurred  in  Blackpool  in  the  late  summer,  and  were 
discovered  following  notification  from  the  Blackpool  Health 
Authority  that  they  were  contacts  of  cases  occurring  in  the  seaside 
town. 
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Cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  were  the  same  as 
1964,  and  were  low  and  well  below  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  for  the  County  of  Nottinghamshire.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
district  is  credited  with  5  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
although  the  Registrar  General  only  officially  registers  two  cases 
with  this  condition  as  the  primary  cause  of  death.  It  is  assumed 
that  the  remaining  cases  died  from  some  other  primary  cause, 
tuberculosis  being  a  secondary  condition  not  always  recorded  on 
the  death  certificate  as  a  contributory  cause. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  schemes  continue  to  make  good 
progress,  and  although  the  figures  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  have  improved,  one  would  like  to  see  a  much  greater 
response  for  this  preventive  measure.  There  is  a  gradual  fall  in 
the  percentage  of  positive  reactors  to  the  preliminary  test  and 
this  is  a  good  sign  showing  the  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  generally. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  Nottingham  No.  2  Mobile  X-ray 
Unit  visited  Staythorpe  Power  Station  and  carried  out  a  survey  of 
the  personnel  working  there.  Following  this  the  Unit  visited 
Southwell  in  1966.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  service  with  the 
growth  of  the  population  in  the  District. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Local  Health  Authority  started 
a  clinic  for  cervical  cytology,  for  the  detection  of  canc:r  of  the  womb 
in  females  over  the  age  of  21  years.  This  clinic  is  at  The  Friary  in 
Newark,  and  is  available  to  people  in  Southwell  Rural  District. 
Other  clinics  exist  in  Mansfield  and  Sutton-in-Ashfield  and  serve 
the  west  of  the  District.  This  is  a  very  worthwhile  service  and  en¬ 
ables  cancer  to  be  diagnosed  by  a  very  simple  test,  the  pathological 
condition  being  in  the  very  earliest  of  days.  It  is  a  very  rewarding 
clinic,  and  is  giving  great  satisfaction  to  people  attending,  and  to 
the  County  Health  Service. 

Water  supplies  have  remained  adequate,  and  periodic  testing  of 
the  supplies  has  taken  place.  The  Water  Department  kindly  supply 
the  department  with  copies  of  their  analyses.  The  water  at  the 
swimming  baths  in  Southwell  andOllerton  have  also  been  tested  and 
very  satisfactory  reports  obtained.  Fluoridation  of  the  supplies  has 
been  pursued  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  early  in  1966  the 
Water  Authority  sanctioned  this  service,  the  final  arrangements  have 
still  to  be  agreed  with  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Included  in  this  report  is  one  contributed  by  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector.  This  report  contains  very  useful  information 
about  the  health  services,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  100% 
meat  inspection.  Work  on  slum  clearance  has  continued  and  a 
short  report  appears  by  courtesy  of  the  Council's  Engineer,  and  it 
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will  be  seen  that  some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Blidworth 
area  joint  sewerage  scheme. 

During  the  year  the  new  smokeless  fuel  plant  at  Ollerton  came 
into  action,  and  the  recording  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere 
has  continued  at  Ollerton  and  Edwinstowe,  together  with  the  instru¬ 
ments  in  the  countryside.  Complaints  of  smells  from  intensive 
poultry  farming  were  investigated  together  with  fly  nuisance. 

Information  regarding  the  County  Health  Service  is  included 
in  this  report,  and  I  should  like  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  at  all 
times  to  the  Department. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  put  on  record  my  grateful  thanks 
to  all  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  help  and  assistance 
during  the  year  and,  in  particular,  my  own  Staff  in  the  Health 
Department,  and  finally  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  and,  of  course,  the  Health  Committee,  for  their  guidance 
and  encouragement  during  1965.

Ambulance  Facilities 

There  are  no  Ambulance  Stations  situated  within  the  Rural 
District,  and  the  ambulance  requirements  of  the  area  are  met  in 
the  main  by  vehicles  operating  from  Stations  in  adjacent  areas  — 
Newark,  Carlton  and  Mansfield. 
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Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  ill,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  4s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  which  commenced  operations  in 
October  1963. 


Public  Swimming  Baths 

Six  samples,  all  satisfactory,  were  taken  from  the  Southwell 
Bath  and  the  bath  at  the  Ollerton  Comprehensive  School. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Council  empty  each  cesspool  in  the  Parish  of  Blidworth 
once  a  year  or  on  request,  whichever  is  the  less  frequent,  and  during 
1965  462  emptyings  were  undertaken  by  a  Contractor  employed  by 
the  Council. 

The  following  information  has  very  kindly  been  supplied  by 
Mr.  K.  Dyson  the  Engineer: 
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Council  Housing  Sites 

Bleasby  -  Extensions  were  completed  to  the  plant  serving  the  Council 
houses  to  allow  for  the  full  development  of  the  site. 

Norwell  -  A  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  completed  which  will 
serve  a  Council  estate  in  School  Lane  and  also  four  existing  Council 
houses  plus  the  new  school. 

South  Muskham  -  The  works  serving  the  existing  Council  estate  has 
been  extended  to  allow  for  full  development  of  the  site. 

Walesby  -  The  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  completed  to  serve 
50  proposed  Council  houses. 

Sewerage  -  Twro  contracts  have  been  completed  at  Rainworth  which 
have  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  sewerage  system. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes 

Blidworth  Area  Joint  Sewerage  -  A  tender  was  let  for  the  first  stage 
of  the  above  scheme,  which  consists  of  a  new  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Rainworth  and  a  trunk  sewer  from  the  works  to  the  higher  part 
of  Warsop  Lane.  When  completed  the  works  will  treat  sewage 
from  part  of  the  Basford  Area  at  Larch  Farm,  the  Larch  Farm  area 
which  is  within  our  district,  Blidworth,  Rainworth  and  part  of 
Mansfield  Borough. 

Boughton  -  Extensions  to  existing  works,  detail  drawings  are  nearing 
completion  for  the  extensions  of  this  Works  to  serve  a  population  of 
15,000  and  30,000  ultimately. 

Farnsfield  -  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  work  was  commenced  on  the 
construction  of  an  additional  filter  bed  and  humus  tank. 

Lowdham  Area  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  -  During 
1965  good  progress  was  made  on  this  scheme. 

Oxton  Sewerage  Scheme  -  Work  was  commenced  on  the  laying  of 
sewers  and  construction  of  pumping  station  to  enable  sewage  from 
Oxton  Village  to  be  pumped  to  the  Calverton  Works  of  the  Basford 
R.D.C. 

Southwell  -  Approval  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Local  Government  to  the  Southwell  Scheme  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  tenders  will  be  invited  in  the  Spring  of  1966. 

Thurgarton  Area  -  Work  has  commenced  on  the  design  of  a  scheme 
to  serve  the  parishes  of  Thurgarton,  Bleasby,  Fiskerton-cum-Morton, 
Rolleston  and  Upton. 
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Public  Cleansing 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  at  approximately  8/9  day  intervals  and 
pails  weekly  throughout  the  District.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newark  Rural  District  Council. 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Newark 
Rural  District  for  1965.  The  report  on  the  health  and  health  services 
show  a  very  satisfactory  situation. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  as  15,820,  once 
again  an  increase,  i.e.,  350  over  the  1964  figure.  The  number  of 
births  remain  about  the  same,  317  against  318  in  1964,  and  peculiarly 
enough  the  number  of  deaths  is  exactly  the  same,  viz.,  3 1 9  in  1 965  and 
1964.  As  a  result  of  the  similarities  there  is  very  little  change  in 
the  birth  and  death  rates.  It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  the  rates 
for  the  District  are  slightly  better  than  those  for  the  country  as  a 
whole. 

The  figures  for  infantile  mortality  are  not  so  good.  In  1964 
only  two  infant  deaths  were  reported,  but  1965  showed  8  such  deaths. 
As  has  been  stated  in  the  past,  with  a  small  population,  and  a 
corresponding  small  number  of  births,  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality 
can  be  very  variable.  A  study  of  the  table  of  infant  deaths  reveals 
that  all  except  one  occurred  in  hospital,  and  5  of  the  8  deaths  were 
due  to  prematurity,  and  also  that  the  great  majority  of  the  deaths 
occurred  in  the  first  few  hours  of  life. 

A  list  of  deaths  is  included  in  the  report  together  with  the  cause 
of  death.  Once  again,  heart  disease  is  prominent,  and  there  was  a 
noted  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease, 
particularly  over  the  age  of  65  years,  although  this  is  usually  a 
disease  of  the  “forties”  and  “fifties.”  There  has  been  a  slight 
increase  in  motor  vehicle  deaths,  and  although  last  year  it  was 
reported  in  1964  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  “all  other  causes” 
there  are  7  in  1965. 

Turning  to  infectious  disease,  the  commonest  one  was  measles, 
and  there  was  a  steady  notification  of  this  disease  spread  throughout 
the  year.  However,  the  number  of  notifications  did  not  approach 
the  usual  2  yearly  numbers  as  a  study  of  the  table  of  infectious 
disease  for  the  last  10  years  shows.  An  increase  in  the  number  of 
scarlet  fever  cases  occurred,  and  these  again  were  sporadic  and 
spread  over  the  year.  One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified 
and  this  was  probably  contracted  whilst  on  a  visit  to  relatives  in 
South  America.  The  patient  was  a  pupil  at  a  residential  school  and, 
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fortunately,  no  spread  of  the  disease  occurred.  Several  cases  of 
dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year.  In  January  and  February, 
cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified  from  the  Balderton  Hospital 
for  subnormal  patients.  This  outbreak  was  soon  contained  and  no 
further  cases  were  reported.  However,  several  months  later,  many 
cases  of  Flexner  Dysentery  were  notified  from  the  same  hospital. 
This  outbreak  was  much  more  difficult  to  deal  with  and  continued 
well  in  to  1966.  At  the  present  moment  it  does  appear  to  be  waning, 
although  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  deal  with  outbreaks  of  excretory 
disease  in  residential  establishments,  particularly  with  this  type  of 
patient.  One  case  of  salmonellae  food  poisoning  was  notified,  but 
no  further  cases  occurred  from  this  solitary  one. 

Notes  are  included  in  the  body  of  the  report  on  vaccination  and 
immunisation  and,  generally  speaking,  these  show  a  satisfactory 
response  to  measures  of  preventive  medicine.  One  would  like  to  see 
a  much  better  response  to  the  proposals  for  the  prevention  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  by  testing  for  presence  of  past  disease,  and  if  such  tests  prove 
negative,  then  the  vaccination  by  B.C.G.  vaccine,  to  prevent  infection 
in  the  future. 

A  visit  to  The  Friary  took  place  towards  the  end  of  the  year  of 
the  Lincolnshire  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  after  a  visit  to  the  Local 
Works.  During  the  visit  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
discovered  amongst  persons  resident  in  the  Rural  District  who 
visited  the  Unit.  Although  many  people  visited  the  Unit  I  would 
like  to  see  a  much  higher  number  of  people  attending.  During  the 
visit  other  pulmonary  and  heart  conditions  were  discovered. 

During  the  visit  of  this  Unit,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
arranged  for  Cervical  Cytology  sessions  to  be  held  at  The  Friary 
at  the  same  times  as  the  Mass  Radiography.  This  produced  a  very 
satisfactory  response,  and  this  particular  clinic  has  continued  weekly 
on  a  Tuesday  evening,  and  it  is  heartening  to  see  the  response  from 
a  dies  living  in  the  rural  district. 

During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  remove  an  elderly  lady 
under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1 95 1 .  This  lady 
was  living  under  appalling  conditions  in  a  derelict  building  without 
lighting  (except  candles  and  oil),  no  sanitation,  no  water  etc.  She 
was  removed  to  Part  III  accommodation  provided  by  the  County 
Welfare  Authority.  It  was  not  necessary  to  renew  the  Magistrates 
Order  as  she  agreed  to  stay  voluntarily  in  the  Welfare  Home. 
The  various  stray  cats  were  dealt  with  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.  Inspector. 

One  other  lady  was  bedridden  but  she  was  persuaded  to  go  into 
hospital  and  it  was  unnecessary  to  take  formal  action  in  her  case. 

Water  supplies  have  remained  satisfactory,  and  numerous 
samples  have  been  taken.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvency,  and 
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is  bacteriologically  satisfactory  from  a  pathological  point  of  view. 

Work  has  continued  on  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  but, 
unfortunately,  financial  restrictions  have  delayed  the  Harby  scheme. 
Negotiations  continued  regarding  sewage  disposal  at  Winthorpe. 

On  refuse  collection,  progress  has  been  reported  on  the  paper 
sack  scheme.  This  scheme  is  a  more  satisfying  one  for  the  refuse 
collector  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the  progress  of  it.  Time 
will  show,  but  it  would  appear  that  a  big  saving  in  manpower  could 
easily  accrue  with  less  expensive  vehicles,  and  this  could  easily  offset 
the  cost  of  the  paper  sacks  to  the  benefit  of  the  ratepayers.  It  is 
certainly  a  more  hygienic  method  of  collection  of  refuse. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  is  information  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  and  the  County  Weights  and  Measures  Inspector 
who  is  the  Officer  responsible  for  Foods  and  Drugs  administration. 
I  am  indebted  to  their  staffs  for  all  their  help  and  assistance. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  sincere  thanks  to  all  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  assistance  and  courtesy  during  the  year, 
and  especially  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  staff  of 
the  Department. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  express  the  very  sincere  loss  that  the 
Council  and  the  Department  sustained  in  the  death  of  our  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  G.  Sheppard,  a  Geologist  of 
international  renown.  During  my  term  of  office  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  I  came  to  know  Dr.  Sheppard  very  closely,  and  it  was  a 
very  sad  blow  to  me  when  he  passed  away. 

May  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  and  all  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  for  their  guidance  and  assistance  so  willingly 
accorded  to  me  during  1965.
